Goodwin was electaed na- 
tional committeeman of the 
Democratic Party in June, * 
1968. He was ousted by the na- 
tional party the next January 
for refusing to sign an oath to 
support Democratic Party 
nominees In the 1968 presiden-

late Mrs. Lurleen Wallace, the 
governor’s first wife, was ^ 
elected governor in 1906, sUc-^

At Trammell’s direction, the 
indictments say, campaign 
funding was invoiced as busi- 
ness expenses paid to advertis-
